direction  of  the  trustee  of  the  Sears  i  slate. 
This  estate  embraces  a  very  large  atnouut  of 
property  located  in  the  active  business  portion 
of  the  city,  and  is  valued  at  a  fabulous  sum. 
Joshua  Soars  was  an  eminently  successful 
merchant  of  Boston.    He  died  on  the  7th  of 
Februarj*,  |S57<  at  the  age  of  sixty-live,  and 
left  a  properly  valued  at  $1,600,000.    He  caJRfl 
(o  ibis  eily  from  Yarmouth,  Massachusetts, 
when  he  was  seventeen  years  cdd.  poor,  and 
entered  as  an  apprentice  in  a  counting-room 
on  ixiog-wharf,  where  he  remained  until  he 
attained  his  majority.    Business  at  that  time 
was    depressed    in    consequent    of  the 
embargo,  and   instead   of   remaining  idle, 
he  went  to  Cape  Cod,  where  he  taught  school 
until  times  were  better.

('..nipanj's  steamer  Minneola  was  passing  up

Dear  Sir  There  are  so  many  good  things 
and  true  in  your  letter  of  the  27th  instant, 
just  now  received,  that  I  should  perhaps  let 
pass  what  I  do  not  approve,  and  thus  end 
onr  friendly  controversy,  as  I,  for  the  want 
of  time  to  continue  it,  had  intended  to  have 
done,  when  last  I  wrote  you,  but  I  cannot  re- 
frain from  saying  just  one  word  more. 

You  say  th  X  "you  have  never  been  able  to 
see  how  we  could  ask  that  contracts  made 
with  dollars  worth  seventy-five  cents  or  less, 
should  be  payed  with  those  worth  one  hun 
dred,  tiny  more  than  all  should  that  those 
made  with  the  dollar  at  one  hundred  should 
be  paid  with  ilm-e  worth  only  fifty."  Aad 
you  add  :  "  In  cither  case  there  is  a  gross 
wrong,  the  difference  lieing  that  when  you  take 
haif  from  the  creditor  you  still  leave  half,  and 
do  not  ruin  him  ;  while  if  you  add  one-third 
to  the  obligation  of  the  debtor  you  break  him 
down,  because  upon  an  average  this  is  more 
in  addition  to  his  liabilities." 

To  this  my  answer  is,  though  trite,  'tis  true, 
"two  wrongs  car  never  make  a  right." 

Becans«  n  class  of  creditors  had  an  injus- 
tice done  them  some  years  since  by  a  class  of 
debtors  is  not  a  good  reason  why  a  claas  of 
debtors  should  now  do  another  act  of  injustice 
to  a  class  of  creditors.  This  propositions,  as  a 
general  rule,  wonld  seem  so  plain  and  simple 
as  scarce  to  require  another  word.  But  when 
it  is  seen  that  the  very  persons  that  suffered 
by  the  first  wrong  may  be  the  aarne  perions 
on  whom  it  is  now  propsed  to  put  u  new  in- 
justice, the  wrong  becomes  more  clearly  ap- 
parent to  all.  The  creditor  of  that  day  may 
have  by  the  very  wrong  act  that  you  complain 
of,  become  the  debtor  of  to-day,  ana  vice 
versa. 

Any  two  given  men,  having  business  rela- 
tions then  and  now,  may  have  reversed  their 
several  conditions  of  debtor  and  creditor 
since.  The  injured  part>  may  then,  if  your 
theory  be  carried  out,  become  the  injured 
party  again  now;  and  the  other  party,  bene- 
fited equally  by  the  first  wrong  wonld  be 
again  benefited. 

Because  a  wrong  was  done  from  the  direst 
necessity,  some  years  since,  is  a  mighty  bad 
reason  why  smother  wrong  should  now  be 
perpetrated  from  mere  wantonness. 

There  is  a  single  other  consideration  to 
which  I  desire  to  invite  your  attention.  In 
your  close  scrutiny  of  the  mere  financial  view 
ol  the  question,  you  seem,  to  some  extent,  to 
have  overlooked  the  morality  that  isjinvolved, 
aud  to  have  entirely  lost  sight  of  the  political 
bearing  lhat  the  manner  of  settling  the  ques- 
tion will  have  upon  the  future  of  the  coun- 
try 

The  money  that  is  now  represented  by  the 
national  debt  was  loaned  to  tbe  Government 
at  a  time  when  it  was  in  great  peril.  But  for 
the  timely  aid  thos  received,  our  Government 
would  have  gone  ont  of  exitence.  Most  of  the 
Iohiis  were  made  to  the  Government  from 
patriotic  motives;  many  put  their  all  into 
them  to  save  the  life  of  the  nation.  Others, 
perhaps  not  so  patriotic,  saw  the  strait  the 
Government  wns  in.  They  saw  the  nation's 
danger  and  their  own.  They  took  the  risks. 
SM  the  Government  failed,  their  whole  in- 
vestment would  have  been  a  total  loss  Now 
that  their  money  thus  saved  it,  is  it  right  in 
that  Government  thus  saved,  to  turn  on  its 
saviors  and  say.  "Your  gains  are  too  great;  we 
will  compound  the  debt  ?" 

Do  this,  and  let  the  Government's  needs  or 
dangers  be  ever  so  great  in  the  future,  no  one 
will  be  then  found  who  will  lend  it  a  single 
dollar,  either  from  patriotic  motives,  or  at 
any  rate  of  interest  whatever  Every  body 
would  say  the  Government  failed  to  keep  its 
faith  in  the  past,  what  assurance  is  there  for 
the  presert  or  the  future?  And  not  a  few 
would  probably  say:  A  Government  that 
does  not  keep  faith  with  its  own  citizens  is 
not  worth  saving,  if  the  Government  is 
faithless,  what  hope  is  there  for  the  people? 
The  morality  of  a  Government  may  be  as- 
sumed fo  about  the  average  morality  of  the 
people  that  are  governed  by  it.  Lower  the 
standard  of  the  one,  and  the  other  sinks  with 
it  Although  I  agree  with  you  in  many  of 
yonr  views,  it  is  due  to  candor  and  frankness 
that  I  should  say  to  yon  that  I  dissent  in  toto 
from  all  you  say  in  regard  to  selection  inter- 
ests. These  should  be  thrown  entirely  out  of 
the  discussion  of  the  finance  question. 

Ii  was  hoped  that  the  signal  failure  that  at- 
tended the  efforts  of  one  of  the  candidates  in 
the  late  political  campaign,  to  array  the  West 
against  the  East  on  this  very  question,  and 
the  verdict  then  rendered  by  the  West  on  the 
issue  theu  made  and  decided,  had  settled  it, 
at  least  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  East,  forever. 
Bight  is  right,  and  wrong  is  wrong,  whether 
done  by  the  creditor  or  the  debtor,  and  it 
matters"  not  whether  the  one  or  the  other 
happens  to  have  bis  home  either  at  the  East 
or  in  the  great  West. 

The  whole  country  has  one  destiny.  AH 
should  be  jealous  of  its  good  name  at  home 
and  abroad.  Therefore,  let  us  be  just,  and 
keep  faith  with  all,  without  regard  to  locali- 
ties.

IFretn  the  Liverpool  Mercury, I 
So  much  nonsense  is  constantly  talked,  and 
such  erroneous  notions  are  held,  respecting 
the  Queen  s  income,  that  it  can  hardly  be  con- 
sidered a  work  of  nupererogation  to  put  the 
precise  facts  before  the  public.  By  an  act 
passed  roou  after  her  Majesty's  accession, 
iu  which  the  Queen  waives  her  right  to  an 
interest  in  certain  hereditary  rates,  charges, 
rj  tie*  and  revenues  which  by  her  perogative 
she  might  have  claimed,  thecivil  list,  i.  e.  her 
income  is  fixed  at  £3rf5.000  per  annum. 
Many  people  have  an  idea  this  sum  is  actually 
paid  to  the  Queen  evrry  year.  Snch  is  not 
the  case.  The  civil  list  is  divided  into  six 
classes,  to  each  of  which  we  will  briefly  refer. 
Cb  i  really  pressents  the  amount  of  money 
paid  to  her  Majesty  for  her  private  use.  This 
amount  is  £00,000,  which  is  payable  in  month- 
\i  ,t!  talmentsso  long  as  her  majesty  lives. 
•  I,  Which  appropriates  £131,200,  is  for 
the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  her  Majesty's 
household.  This  business  is  conducted  by  an 
official  called  the  paymaster  of  the  house 
hold;  and  when  it  is  considered  what  a  mul- 
tiplicity of  officers  there  are  connected  with 
The  i  .urt-  Irom  the  lord  of  the  bedchamber 
to  tho  page  of  the  back  stairs— it  can  readily 
be  imagined  how  easily  the  sum  is  extended 
Class  T,  appropriates  a  still  higher  sura  of 
£17:\5"",  and  is  for  the  expense  of  the 
household.  Royal  housekeeping  and  royal 
parties  and  balls  must  be  kept  up  oa  a  royal 
scale,  and  any  one  who  has  visited  the  Buck- 
ingham Palace  mews  and  the  Windsor  stables 
not  to  mention  the  royal  kitchen— will  «ot 
wonder  that  this  sum  finds  plenty  of  channels 
for  its  disposal.  The  amount  of  class  *  is 
small  and  its  purposes  are  nlmost  entirely 
charitnble.  Out  of  the  sura  of  £13.200.  £9,- 
000  is  devoted  to  the  ptyment  of  which  are 
termed  "royal  bounty  grants "  and  "special 
service  awards."  Grants  from  the  royal 
bounty  fund,  which  are  in  the  gift  of  the 
Premfer,  are  generally  to  distressed  literary 
men  or  women,  the  necessitous  relations  of 
deceased  militarv  or  naval  officers,  or  to  oth- 
ers who  have  claims  on  the  Government. 
"Special  Bervice"  covers  extraordinary  pay- 
ments, such,  for  instance,  as  the  award  made 
,  to  the  officer  who  first  lauded  in  England  with 
I  the  Abyssinian  dispatches  from  General  Na- 
pier. The  alms,  or  'Maunday"  money,  also 
tome  from  ebiss  4,  and  to  the  amount  of 
£2,000  are  distributed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ox- 
ford as  Lord  High  Almoner.  A  further  item 
of  £1.200  is  devoted  to  the  payment  of  pen- 
sions to  distressed  ladies.  These  pensions, 
o  ,  they  fall  in  through  death,  are  in  the  gift 
oif  the  wife  of  the  Prime  Minister  for  the  time 
being.  Class  5,  which  consists  of  the  pay- 
ments made  as  pensions  to  deserving  literary 
and  scientic  persons,  or  to  any  that  have  de 
served  the  gratitude  of  their  country,  does 
not  come  out  of  the  £3*5  000,  bat  by  a  special 
clause  in  the  act  before  referred  to  the  snm 
of  £1,200  is  set  a  part  from  the  consolidated 
fund  in  each  year  of  the  sovereign's  reign  for 
this  purpose.  The  civil  list  pensions  bow 
amount  to  £17,000,  after  allowing  for  deaths.

Tennyson  and 
I  retired  to  his  study  at  the  top  of  the  house, 
lit  pipes  and  talked  of  poetry.  He  asked  me 
if  I  conld  read  his  "  Boadicea?"  I  thought  I 
could.  "  Read  it  and  let  me  see,"  said  he. 
"  I  wonld  rather  hear  you  read  it,"  I  an- 
swered. Thereupon  he  did  so,  chanting  the 
lumbering  lines  with  great  unction.  I  spoke 
of  the  idyll  of  "  Guinevere"  as  being,  perhaps, 
his  finest  poem,  and  said  that  I  could  not  read 
it  aloud  without  my  voice  failing  me  at  cer- 
tain passages.  '  Why,  I  can  read  it  and  keep 
my  voice,'  he  exclaimed  triumphantly.  This

This  occurred  on  Satur- 
day. On  the  same  day  Welch  and  his  daugh-

An  iron  stile  and  a  palm 
leaf  are  the  implements,  hi  writing?  neither 
chair  nor  table  is  needed,  the  leaf  being  sup- 
ported on  the  middle  finger  of  the  left  hand, 
and  kept  steady  with  the  thumb  and  fore  (in ^ 
ger.  The  right  hand  does  not,  as  with  aa, 
move  along  the  surface,  but,  after  finishing  a 
few  words,  the  writer  fixes  the  point  of  the 
iron  iu  the  last  letter,  and  pushes  the  leaf 
from  right  to  left,  so  that  he  may  finish  the 
line.  The  character  nre  rendered  legible  by 
besmearing  the  leaf  with  ink  like  fluid.  A  let- 
ter is  generally  finished  ou  a  single  leaf, 
which  is  then  inclosed  in  a  second,  whereupon 
is  the  address.

Not  many  miles  from  Xenia  resides  a  weal 
j  thy  landholder,   or   rather  a  model  farmer. 

I  His  prosperity  during  the  last  twelve  years 
.  has  often  been  the  comment  of  his  neighbors, 

and  observing  ones  have  wondered  from 
j  whence  he  has  obtained  the  means  with  which 
he  had  added  farm  to  farm  and  acre  to  acre, 
until  he  holds  upward  of  two  thousand  acres 
of  the  best  land  in  the  whole  State  of  Ohio. 

Some  ten  years  since,  we  have  lately  kwM 
informed,  there  appeared  at  the  farmer's  door 
a  young  and  stalwart  youth,  who  asked,  and 
readily  obtained,  employment.  AJtikOwgh  ig- 
norant, at  first,  of  the  dnties  on  a  farm,  he 
applied  himself,  and  in  a  short  time  became 
an  adept  farmer.  He  took  as  mnch  interest 
in  the  affairs  ot  the  farmer  who  engaged  him 
as  did  the  farmer  himself. 

When  the  month  of  December  came,  the 
first  one  after  his  advent  on  the  farm,  he  in- 
formed the  family  that  he  would  absent  him- 
self during  the  winter,  but  would  return  in 
early  spring  and  work  another  year  He 
brought  two  trunks  when  he  came  thpre  the 
preceding  spring,  the  contents  of  which  had 
never  been  displayed.  These  he  Mt  with  the 
farmer,  with  the  simple  precautionary  remark, 
"  Never  allow  them  to  be  disturbed,  or  at  least, 
unless  I  should  be  absent  two  years.'

April  of  tbe  following  year  e.ime,  and  the 
wonder  of  the  family  over  the  youth's  strange 
proceedings  was  still  fresh,  when  one  pleasant 
morning  they  were  all  gladly  surprised  to  see 
their  help  again.  He  brought  a  large  trunk, 
similar  to  one  of  the  two  he  had  left  there 
during  the  winter.  The  en«uiug  year  the 
young  man  nnd  the  father  became  greatly 
attached.  In  August  the  farmer  purchased 
an  adjoining  farm,  and  paid  for  it  in 
cash. 

When  the  year  s  work  was  completed,  again 
were  the  incidents  of  the  preceding  year  re- 
peated. The  young  man  took  another  note, 
left  his  trunk  and  went  *way.  He  only  can 
tionec  the  farmer's  family  as  before,  regard 
inn  his  three  trunks. 

When  April  came  around  again  our  hero 
returned.  In  May  following  the  farmer  pur- 
chased another  adjoining  farm  of  one  hundred 
acr<*s.  and  paid  for  it  in  cash.  This  geing 
and  returning  continued  for  the  last  ten  years, 
up  to  the  present  December.  Each  year  the 
farmer  purchased  more  land.  Each  year,  in 
December,  the  farmer's  help  left  him.  taking 
the  farmer's  note  and  every  following  April 
he  returned  Herevertook  trunk  nor  bag- 
cage  awav.  but  always  brought  more  when  he 
returned. 

Last  week  the  help,  now  growing  to  man 
hood,  strong  and  sturdy  in  mind  and  frame, 
left  the  farmer  and  too  ;  away  all  his  accumu- 
lated baegnge.  and  returned  the  several  note* 
the  farmer  had  given  him — made  a  present  of 
them  to  a  child  of  the  farmer.  The  evening 
before  his  departure,  he  informed  his  friends, 
who  had  all  learned  to  love  him,  of  the  secret 
which  he  had  so  long  kept  to  himself.  He  was 
a  wealthy  orphan  Doctors  had  told  him,  at 
the  age  of  fifteen,  that  he  could  not  live  to 
become  of  age  He  at  once  left  an  Eastern 
boarding-school,  and  came  out  here  to  the  tar 
mer's  home.  He  returned  and  studied  during 
the  winter,  became  interested  in  seeing  the 
farmer  increase  his  domains,  and  donated  the 
money  with  which  the  additions  were  mode 
The  trunks  conta-ned  the  fashionable  clothing 
he  wore  during  the  winter  months.  Secresy

It  was  almost 
useless  for  the  farmer  to  attempt  to  express 
his  gratitude,  unbounded  as  it  was.  to  our 
h«ro.  He  thinks  of  him  now  as  a  benefactor 
and  son,  and  looks  on  his  broad  acres  and  can 
hardly  realize  that  they  are  his  Were  we 
to  give  the  name  of  the  young  man,  many  of 
our  readers  would  at  once  become  convinced 
e{  the  truth  of  the  above.

It  is  related  of  him  that 
be  has  killed  some  six  thousand  bulls  without 
having  ever  sustained  the  slightest  injury 
Naturally  theoccasion  drew  t:>g»ther  the  large 
crowd  of  people  in  attendance.  When  the 
honr  of  performance  arrived  it  was  announc- 
ed that  Cuchares  was  sick  of  the  yellow  fever, 
and  could  not  appear.  A  threatening  mur- 
mur following.  But  the  magistrate  in  atten- 
dance decided  that  fmic><m  "hould  proceed 
without  him. 

This  decision  was  followed  by  a  tremendous 
uproar,  and  as  the  bull-fignters  entered  the 
arena,  the  people  commenced  throwing  oran- 
ges and  other  missiles  at  them,  and  crying, 
"  Turn  them  out'"  Finding  resistence  was 
made  to  their  demands,  they  finally  swarmed 
in  the  ring  with  cries  of  "  Cuchares,  or  money 
returned."  The  military  force  in  attendance 
eenied  rather  to  sympathize  with  the  people 
and  noi.  disposed  to  interfere.  It  was  finally 
decided  to  return  the  money,  and  the  crowd 
dispersed.  During  the  melee  one  of  the  bull- 
fight-rs  manifested  the  barbarous  intention 
of  turning  loose  the  bulles  upon  the  people, 
and  was  only  prevented  bv  an  American,  who 
seized  him  by  the  throat  and  compelled  him 
to  desist.  Had  he  succeeded,  tbe  havoc  would 
have  been  serious,  as  the  bulls,  which  are  from 
Florida,  though  small,  are.  very  fierce  and  un- 
tamable. It  whs  supposed  that  the  sickness 
was  a  mere  pretense,  but  he  has  since  died  of

I  am  informed  that  lands  in 
many  of  the  richest  and  most  produc- 
tive counties  of  the  Commonwealth  arc 
assessed  at  a  rate  varyiug  from  one- 
third  to  one-fifth  below  their  actual  cash 
value,  when  tested  by  a  specie  standard; 


their  taxes  once,  may  have  increased  as- 
sessments imposed  upon  them  to  supply 
deficiences  caused  by  such  unwise  and 
unjust  legislation. 

I  have  thus  spoken  from  a  stern  sense 
of  official  duty.  My  examination  into 
the  State  finances,  as  affected  by  the  re- 
sults of  this  species  of  legislation,  has 
impressed  me  with  the  conviction  that 
embarrassment  and  losa  must  follow  its 
continuauce.  I  am  fully  sustained  in 
my  views  upon  this  subject  by  the  Aud- 
itor and  what  has  taken  place. 

I  commend  to  your  careful  considera- 
tion the  estimated  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures for  the  next  fiscal  year,  contained

WOLPK  ISLAND. 

A  suit  khas  been  pending  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  for 
several  years,  between  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri and  this  Commonwealth,  as  to  the 
owership  of  Wolfe  Island,  in  the  Missis- 
sippi river.  An  appropriation  was  made, 
under  an  Act,  approved  March  10th, 
185G,  for  the  expense  of  this  litigation. 
The  late  James  Harlan,  Hon.  Reverdy 
Johnson,  and  Wm.  R.  Bradley,  were  the 
counsel  engaged  on  the  partcf  this  Com- 
monwealth. Mr.  Bradley  was  employed, 
as  I  am  informed,  to  take  the  proof,  and 
Mr.  Johnson  and  Mr.  Harlan  to  attend 
to  the  preparation  and  argument  of  the 
cause.  Mr.  Harlan  has  been  dead  for 
several  years,  and  Mr.  Johnson  has  re 
cently  gone  abroad  in  the  service  of  his 
country.  The  appropriation  has  been 
entirely  exhausted.     It   will  devolve 


and  the  various  offices  and  bureaus  at- 
tached to  the  State  government. 

Such  improvements  are  imperiously 
deinauded  by  the  public  iutcrest.  The 
present  buildings  are  wholly  insufficient 
for  the  transaction  of  the  public  business.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  NMOft 
of  the  inspectors  of  the  Penitentiary. 
Its  recomendations  deserve,  and  should 
receive,  your  favorable  consideration. 
The  health  of  the  prison  is  good,  and  the 
comfort  of  the  prisoners  is  cared  for  by 
the  present  humane  and  efficient  keeper 
In  my  last  annual  message  I  submit- 
ted several  suggestions  in  regard  to  this 
institution,  recommending  a  proposed 
change  in  its  discipline,  by  a  classtication 
and  scperation  of  the  convicts.  Time 
has  satisfied  me  of  their  correctness,  and 
I  am  fully  satisfied  that  a  wise  and  en- 
lightened policy  demands  their  adop-

The  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
upon  9th,  of  April,  18GG,  passed  an  act, 
entitled  '  An  aot  to  protect  all  person  in 
the  United  State*  iu  their  civil  rights, 
and  furnish  the  means  of  their  vindica- 
tion. 

The  asserted  jurisdiction  by  the  Uni- 
ted States  Courts  in  Kentucky  under 
this  statue,  aud  their  action  there  under 
over  the  people  in  Kentucky,  is  becoming 
seriously  oppresive,  and  tends  to  create 
popular  irritation.  Citizens  in  every 
portion  of  the  Commonwealth  are,  under 
the  coercive  process  of  these  tribunals, 
brought  daily  from  their  distant  homes 
to  Louisville,  at  heavy  costs,  to  answer 
alleged  violations  of  this  statue. 

If  this  euactment  be  a  valid  exercise 
of  legislative  power  hy  Congress,  under 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
then  no  one  has  any  just  cause  of  com- 
plaint- Its  requirements  will  then  be 
entitled  to  ready  obedience.  The  act 
was  passed  over  the  veto  of  the  Presi 
dent  of  the  United  States.  Its  validity 
has  been  seriously  doubted  by  the  most 
eminent  legal  minds  in  our  country.  It 
has  however,  been  adjudged  to  be  consti 
tutional  by  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit  and 
District  United  States  Courts  in  Ken 
tucky;  and  their  ruling  is]  binding  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  reversed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 
The  questions  involved  in  its  validity  are 
vital  to  the  lives  and  liberties  of  our  peo 
pie.  But  recently,  two  persons,  John 
Blyew  and  George  Kinnard,  were  arres- 
ted and  indicted  in  the  Lewis  circuit 
court,  of  Kentucky,  for  alleged  murders 
has  been  in  many  of  I  committed  by  them  in  Lewis  county, 
well  as  in  many  of  upon  the  30th  August,  18GS,  a  place 
over  which  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Uni 
ted  States  did  not  extend;  and  while  so 
in  custody  of  a  State  court,  of  competent 
and  unquestioned  jurisdiction  to  try  them 
these  two  prisoners  were,  by  the  core 
cive  process  of  the  Federal  court,  forci- 
bly taken  from  the  custody  and  control 
of  State  authority,  and  against  its  consent 
to  Louisville,  tried  in  the  Federal  court 
there  for  the  commission  of  the  same 
identical  offenses  for  which  they  were 
indicted  and  held  in  custody  by  the 
State  court,  found  guilty  and  sentenced, 
by  th«  District  Court  Judge  of  the  Cni- 
ted  States,  to  suffer  death  during  the 
preseut  month,  under  the  jurisdiction 
conferred  upon  them  by  the  civil  rights 
bill. 

The  validity  involves  the  integrity  of 
the  reserved  rights  of  the  States  to  de- 
fend the  lives,  liberties,  and  property  of 
their  citiaens  within  their  own  territorial 
limits,  through  their  own  judicial  aud 
local  tribunals.  With  all  proper  res 
courage  official  delinquency  and  neglect  I  pec t  for  the  judges  who  hold  to  the  vali 


be  appointed  by  the  Auditor,  clothed 
with  ample  power  to  correct  all  unequal 
aud  partial  assessments  upon  the  assess- 
or's list,  remedy  this  evil,  must  be  de- 
termiued  by  you. 

Another  evil  upon  this  subject,  which 
require*  legislation,  is  the  want  of  punc- 
tuality in  payment  of  taxes  by  the  tax- 
payer. A  remedy  for  it  is  easily  at- 
tain.-1.  It  consists  in  a  statute  affixing 
a  penalty,  in  addition  to  assessment, 
upon  default  of  non-payment  on  the 
day  which,  by  law,  the  tax  becomes 
due. 

The  practical  operation  of  such  an 
enactment  in  exacting  punctuality  in  the 
payment  of  tax* • 
our  sister  States 
the  cities  of  this  Commonwealth 

Stndi  a  law  has  heen  in  force  for  many 
years  as  to  the  non-paymeut  of  the  State 
revenue  by  sheriffs  into  fhe  State  Treas- 
ury. 

Its  beneficial  oper.it ion  1ms  receutly 
been  neutralized,  I  r  ^i«.t  to  say,  by 
special  legislative  arts  passed  for  the 
benefit  of  delinquent  sheriffs,  in  which 
further  time  is  given  them  to  pay  into 
the  State  Treasury  tho  revenue  of  their 
respective  counties.  They  may  be  styled 
special  legislative  indulgencies.  The 
period  fixed  in  the  general  law  for  the 
payment  of  the  revenue  of  th»*  State  into 
the  Treasury  is  virtually  repealed,  for 
the  benefit  of  a  few  designated  delin- 
quent sheriffs,  in  separate  private  acts, 
passod  bv  the  lesislature  for  their  bene- 
fit. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  impress  upon 
you  the  impolicy  of  such  legislation.  It 
is  partial,  mischievous  and  unjust.  Its 
direct  tendency  has  been  and  is  to  en- 


penitentairy  contained  two  hundred  and 
forty-seven  convicts.  Upon  the  31st  of 
December,  1868,  the  number  had  in- 
creased nearly  three  fold. 

In  186*6,  the  penitentiary  contained 
but  three  hundred  and  thirty-six  cells, 
The  necessity  for  further  additions  to  I 
the  prison  became  so  self-evident,  that  j 
the  Legislature,  during  that  year  ap-  | 
propriated  one  hundred  and  nine  thous- 
and  and  twenty-seven  dollots  and  seven- 
ty-nine cents  for  enlarging  the  old  buil  • 
dings  and  the  erection  of  new  ones. 

The  present  General  Assembly,  by  an 
act  approved  7th  March,  1868,  made  a 
further  appropriation  of  twenty-two  thou 
sand  dollars  for  stijl   further  additions. 
The  Executive  was  empowered  to  apnoint 
five  commissioners  to  superintend  the 
disbursement  of  this  last  appropriation, — 
I  continued  the  commissioners  named  in 
the  former  act,  except  I  substituted  Mr 
Edward  Hensley  for  Mr.  Gill,  and  ap-  I 
pointed  Mr.  James  W.  Tate  as  an  addi-  j 
tional  commissioner.    All  the  improve- 
ments contemplated  by  these  acts  are 
now  fully  completed-    1  am  gratified  to 
say  that  they  have  been  well  designed, 
and  the  work  of  their  construction  faith- 
fully executed. 

Three  hundred  and  twelve  new  cells 
have  been  built,  the  hemp  factory  has 
been  remoddled  and  enlarged,  and  a  new 
and  commodious  hospital,  with  separate 
apartments  for  males  and  females,  has 
been  completed. 

During  the  past  year,  three  hundred 
and  forty-three  convicts  were  received  at 
the  prison — a  sad  but  pregnant  fact 
of  the  rapid  increase  of  crime.  Upon 
31st  December,  1868,  the  entire  number 
of  convicts  was  six  hundred  and  sixteen. 

Such  a  statement  demonstrates,  with- 
out cavil,  that  great  enlargement  of  the 
present  grounds  and  buildings  must  be 
soon  provided  for,  or  another  prison  mus 
be  erected  elsewhere. 

I  still  urge  a  separation  and  classifica- 
tion of  the  convicts,  based  upon  the 
respective  character  and  degrees  of 
crime. 

HOUSE  OF  REFUGE. 

I  am  impelled,  by  a  personal  knowl 
edge  of  the  necessity  of  such  a  charity, 
to  urge  earnestly  upon  you  the  establish- 
ment and  erection  of  a  House  ot  Refuge. 
It  is  only  in  6uch  an  institution-  that 
youthful  offenders  can  be  properly  cared 
for — punishments  suited  to  their  agi>  and 
offenses  be  properly  administered — and 
were, under  moral  government  and  quasi- 
parental  control,  they  may  become  train- 
ed to  industrial,  scientific  and  mechanical 
pursuits  and  occupations,  which,  in  after 
years,  afford  means  of  ample  and  respec- 
table support. 

Punishment,  while  looking,  primarily, 
to  the  prevention  of  crime,  must,  in  all 
enlightened  and  Christian  communities, 
regard,  at  the  same  time,  the  reformation 
of  the  offenders.  Its  administration 
should  secure  both  of  these  results,  if 
possible. 

Under  our  present  system  ot  prison 
discipline,  where  no  provision  is  made 
for  a  classification  and  seperation  of  the 
convicts,  based  upon  the  degree  of  guilt 
and  character  of  offenses,  reformation  in 
youug  offenders  would  be  miraculous.  I 
have  myself  witnessed,  since  my  sojourn 
at  the  Seat  of  Government,  with  anguish, 
juvenile  offenders,  under  fifteen  years  of 
age,  upon  their  conviction  of  some  petit 
larceny — seduced,  it  might  have  been, 
by  some  old  and  adroit  offender,  to  take 
this,  their  first,  step  in  crime — bcoogkl 
to  this  dreary  abode  of  crime  and  Attjnv 
dation,  to  be  ruthlessly  consigned  to  an 
inhuman  fellowship,  for  months  and 
years,  with  callous  and  abandoned  profli- 
gates in  infamy,  or  the  still  more  harden 
ed  adepts  in  blood. 

Again  and  again  has  Executive 
clemency  interfered  to  save  children  from 
such  utter,  hopeless,  sheer,  absolute  ruin; 
but  it  does  not,  cannot  reach  the  evil. — 
The  only  remedy  is  in  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection now  urged  upon  you.  We  know 
that  the  sins  of  the  fathers  are  viotlod 
upon  the  children,  but  can  any  sy,t.-iu 
of  prisiou  discipline  in  this  nineteenth 
century  be  morally  right,  which  ex- 
cludes every  ray  of  hope  and  love  from 
our  penitentiaries?  Nay,  more — a  system 
which  almost  transforms  them  into 
charnel-house,  where  all  alike,  irrespec- 
tive of  guilt,  age,  or  sex,  beyond  tho 
hope  of  reformation,  must  share  alike  the 


the  spot  with  a  monument  worthy  of  his 
fame?    I  earnestly  recommend  it. 

GOVERNOR  CIIAKI.K3  S.  MOREUEAD. 

I  am  deeply  grieved  in  announcing  to 
you  that  Charles  S.  Morehead,  late  Gov- 
ernor of  this  Commonwealth,  no  longer 
lives. 

lie  died  suddenly  near  Greenville, 
Miss.,  upon  23d  day  of  December,  136S. 
His  remains.  I  learn,  will  probably  be 
brought  to  tho  cemetery  near  Frankfort 
to  sleep  beneath  the  blue  grass  of  his  own 
loved  and  native  Commonwealth,  in  the 
bosom  of  that  constituency  whom  he 
served  so  long  and  loved  so  well,  and  who, 
with  striken  hearts,  will  be  true  mourn- 
ers at  his  grave. 

You  required  no  suggestions  for  me  to 
insure  at  your  hands,  such  tokens  of  re- 
spect to  his  memory,  which  his  long, 
faithful,  an  1  di-tiguished  public  services 
in  the  Federal  and  State  service,  like,  su 
justly  demand. 

I'EEBI.E-M  INUE!)  INSTITUTK. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  commend  to 
your  kind  consideration  the  Institution 
for  the  Kdu-ation  of  Feeble-minded 
Children,  located  uc.ir  the  Capital. 

A  few  weeks  since  in  company  with 
several  fiicnds,  I  passed  a  day  within 
the  walls  of  this  Institution.  Au  examin- 
ation which  we  witnessed  of  the  interest- 
ing little  inmates  was  full  of  touching 
interest,  and  awakened  sad  pathos  in  the 
hearts  of  all  who  were  present.  It  is 
wonderful  to  observe,  children,  to  whom 
there  seems  scarcely  to  have  been  granted 
a  wondering  ray  of  intellect,  can  be 
taught  by  patient  and  persevering  in- 
struction. I  should  bo  faithless  if  I  did 
not  bear  a  dooerroJ  tribute,  which  I  now 
gladly  do,  to  the  worthy  Superintendent, 
aud  his  must  at-coraplished  and  efficient 
assistants,  in  tbi  MMMWeWifthc  Mioses 
Holding. 

This  noble  charity  appeals  most  touch - 
ingly  to  the  sympathy  of  every  heart,  aud 
I  recommend  that  additional  huiluinus, 
as  originally  comtemplated,  be  added  for 
the  accommodation  of  a  Mfgl  number  of 
this  unfortunate  ch-ss  of  our  population. 
The  present  rapacity  of  the  building  is 
by  no  means  adequate  to  the  wants  of 
the  State.  It  occurred  to  mc  that  there 
was  a  serious  defect  in  the  heating  appa- 
ratus of  the  building,  for  which  a  proper 
appropiration  will,  no  doubt,  be  made, 
and  which  I  cordially  recommend.

Under  the  joint  resolution  approved 
March  0th,  IMS  directing  mc  to  appoint 
j  a  commissioner  or  commissioners  to  in- 
i  quire  what  has  become  of  the  property 
j  of  the  State  on  Licking  river,  aud  take 
proper  steps  lor  its  recovery.

Tho  reports  of  this  survey,  which  weie 
published,  establish  the  interesting  fact 
of  the  exceeding  richness  of  the  two  im- 
mense e  ,1  field*  which  -ive  to  Kentucky 

a  greaf  .»  available  area  of  coal  of  good 
quality  than  is  contained  within  the  lim- 
its of  any  other  State  in  the  world.  It 
proved  that  Kentucky  has  a  total  area 
of  coal-hearing  lands  of  twelve  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy  one  square 
miles,  or  eight  million,  two  hundred  and 
thirty  six  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
forty  acres,  being  nearly  five  thousand 
square  miles  more  than   the  total  coal- 
bearing  area  of  Croat   Britain.    In  this 
report  the  tfciekn  s- and  quality  of  the 
seams  within  this  coal-bearing  area  is 
quite  equal  to  that  in  the  English  fields. 
It  follows  that  in  this  most  importance 
source  of  wealth  we  are  far  richer  than 
Great  Britain,  where  there  is  raised  from 
the  earth  two  hundred  millions  of  dol- 
lars' worth  of  coal  per  annum,  giving 
;  employment  to  three  hundred  thousand 
j  operatives  or  more.    The  rich  deposits  of 
iron  ores,  which  accompany  the  coal, were 
{  also  shown  to  be  equal,  both  in  amount 
and  quality,  to  the  best  beds  of  similar 
minerals  in  any  other  region. 

It  is  a  subject  of  regret  that  the  sur- 
vey, though  carried  far  enough  to  assure 
us  that  our  Commonwealth  in  the  most 
important  source,  of  mineral  wealth,  is 
very  rich,  was  not  brought  to  that  point 
where  its  ascertained  results  would  have 
practically  useful.    The  vast  amount  of 
valuable  data,  which  was  collected  and 
published  by  the  survey,  has  not  been 
put  in  a  shape  to  become  practically  use- 
ful in  the  developemeut  of  the  resources 
which  it  showed  to  exist.    Such  inform  i 
tion  is  especially  needed  nu«,  for  dUtri 
bution  iu  cheap  shape,  at   home  and 
abroad.    Before  the  geological  snrvej 
of  any  region  can  give  to  the  minor  that 
guidance,  which  will  enable  him  to  reach 
with  his  works,  any  given  seam  of  coal, 
or  bed  of  ore,  an  accurately  prepared 
map,  with  the  surface  of  the  sheet  and 
the  diagramatie  sections  ot  the  rocks  be 
neath  it,  so  colored;  as  to  indicate  the 
precise  nature  of  the  minerals  and  their 
distribution  beneath  its  square  mile  of 
territory,  is  required.    That  siu-h  a  de 
gree  of  accuracy  is  obtainable,  has  been 
clearly  demonstrated  by  the  survey-  of 
Great    Britain.   Belgium.   Fr.;n<e,  and 
other  continental  States  ot  Europe.  The 
maps  and  other    publications   of   tie  -.

A  carefully  execute. 1.  colored,  topo- 
graphical map  of  the  sections  of  the 
State,  of  which  accurate  information  is 
desired  is  es?entially  necessary,  and 
imperatively  demanded  by  *he  most 
important  interests  .  f  the  State.  We 
possess  no  such  un p.  Those  previously 
published,  have  been  based  on  the  most 
cursory  survey  of  the  country  represen- 
ted, and  are.  in  many  particulars,  inaccu- 
rate. The  most  general  features  of  the 
surface  contour,  matter  of  gTeat  impor- 
tance in  the  execution  ot  such  internal 
improvements  as  road-  and  railways,  are 
not  represented.  During  the  progres-s 
of  the  geological  surrey  iu  Kcatio-ky, 
much  was  done  toward  the  preparation 
ot  trustworthy  maps  of  the  coal-fields  of 
the  eastern  and  western  portions  of  our 
Commonwealth.  This  work,  though  in- 
complete, remains  iu  such  a  state,  that  it 
could  be  readily  assumed  without  h>s,  ,->| 
what  has  been  already  done.  The  need 
of  ac  accurate  topographical  map  of  the 
Commonwealth,  is  so  self-evident,  whether 
the  survey  be  resumed  or  not,  that  it 
would  hardly  seem  necessary  that  I 
should  further  urge  its  importance. — 
Without  it,  the  work  already  done  by 
the  geological  survey  will  lose  much  of 
its  value,  and  data,  already  obtained,  but 
not  published,  will  be  entirely  lost:

dity  of  this  act,  my  own  opinion  has 
been  always  against  its  constitutionality. 

I  ehall  not,  however,  discuss  this  ques- 
tion. Impressed  with  u  deep  sense  of 
importance  which  its  ultimate  dceisiou

When  it  U  lemeuibered,  that  this  map  would 
be  of  great  advantage  to  the  government  of  tho 
i  nited  Sutes,  and,  further,  that  tho 
S:  ite-  have  cheerfully  contributed  fur  ti 
live  years  past  to  the  support  i 
the  Coa-o  Survey ,  without  any  immediate  hen 
cfita  within  their  own  limits,  can  we  doubt  that 
a  re.jue.-t  l.y  the  <ieneral  Assembly  asking,  that 
Kentucky  he  included  in  the  proposed  survey  of 
the  United  State*  would  be  favorably  received 
and  acted  upon  by  Congress? 

If  you  concur  iu  tne.se  views,  resolutions  ought 
immediately  to  be  passed  by  tho  General  As- 
icm  bly ,  .i  •  k  in  1  t  he  Co  ogress  ofthe  United  States 
to  authorize  tbclirector  ofthe  United  States  to 
authoriic  the  director  of  tho  United  States  Co  net 
Survey,  wherever  any  State  has  institu;«d  a 
geological  survey  of  its  territory,  to  rr  ipsrate 
in  »u<-h  work,  by  making  all  necessary  uiangu- 
lattamoi  and  other  neeessary  delineations,  neces- 
sary to  facilitate  the  work  of  mappiag  the  results.
